Furthermore a field well grown 
thick {n sassafras bushes will furnish 
plenty of forage for a herd of goats: 

Then. when 
spring comes and it is time to culti- 
vate that ground, it will be found én: 


tirely free of sassafras, fertilized and 


ready for immediate use. 

The goats will graze as well on the 
tender sassafras: shoote as on grass. 
They also eat. buds and leaves of the 
larger bushes and even gnaw | the 
bark oft the body of. young trees. The 
constant eating of the buds in the top 
of the bushes soon causes the plant to 
die, even the: roota dying. The old 
cnethod.of cutting out the bushes with
